Bas- 
sett has served for several years 
in the public works department, 
initially in engineering and for 
over the past ten years as water- 
sewer superintendent, 

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin has been interviewing appli- 
cants for the town clerk position 
the past week. 

The manager said that there 
were five applicants and he was 
talking with them and hopeful of 
making an appointment soon. 

The clerk has charge of main- 
taining the town’s records such 
as vital statistics, licenses, elec- 
tions and town meetings. 

Piper was eligible for re- 
tirement earlier this year but re- 
mained on the job until the comple- 
tion of the town election and annual 
town meeting.

Near Ready To 
Seek Grant 


Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin is hopeful of having all 
papers in order within the week 
to make formal application for a 
federal grant to assist in the con- 
struction of a water treatment plant 
for the town. 

Engineers and consultants have 
been working on the necessary 
details to get the papers in order 
and Austin states he anticipates 
they will be signed and delivered 
to the New York office of HUD 
within the week. 

The treatment, plant will cost 
an estimated $4,000,000. It will 
take water from the Merrimack 
river treat it and place it in 
Haggett’s pond. 

The project was approved at 
town meeting with the provisions 
that the town must obtain a federal 
grant of no less than $1,500,000. 

North Andover officials have 
expressed an interest in pur- 
chasing water from Andover to 
meet an anticipated need there, 
probably by 1975. 
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The first mimeographed daily 
newspaper was the Kellog Daily 
Reminder, published July 25, 1923 
by Eaton’s Letier Shop, 
Idaho.

nament Class C championship, arid 
then it had whipped Springfield 
Cathedral, 66-60, in the opening 
round of the State Tourney. 

It entered the clash with gigan- 
tic Boston English, a Class A 
club with an 18-3 record, riding 
a 13-game winning streak of its 
own. No one expected Andover 
to be around by halftime. They 
were supposed to get blown off 
the court by the tall English jug- 
gernaut. 

The Golden Warriors shocked 
English by jumping out to an 18-

English battled back to grab a 
32-28 lead at the half, but an ex- 
tremely shaky advantage it was.

But this amazing team, which 
had proved itself so many times 
in the clutch before, picked the 
Boston English defense apart with 
accurate shooting and hard driv- 
ing lay-ups to climb back to within 
a point, 53-52, early in the final 
period. 

Co-Capt. Dick Muller, who hada 
phenomenal set of Tech and State 
Tourney games, had many of the 
Boston reporters tabbing him one 
of the best. four or five. players 
in the State. The jackrabbit guard 
netted 18 points against Spring- 
field Cathedral, andcame back with 
27 -in a great all-around effort 
against English. 

After chopping the lead down to 
53-52, the Golden Warriors began 
to commit fouls again.

Vision Screening Planned 


Think reading an eye ‘‘E”’ chart 
can be fun? Perhaps not for adults, 
but for pre-schoolers who learn 
to play the ‘‘E’’ game, complete 
with ‘‘magic shoes’’ and a topsy 
turvy table, the fun will begin on 
April 7 and 8 at the Christ Church 
on Central Street in Andover from 
1-5 p.m. each day. 

The Pre-School Vision Screen- 
ing will be conducted at no charge 
by the Andona Society in co-opera- 
tion with the National and Massa- 
chusetts Societies for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness and the Andover 
Board of Health, Played as part 
of the vision screening, the ‘‘E’’ 
game is used to discover vision 
faults in children who have not yet 
learned to read. 

The ‘‘table”’ is really a move- 
able ‘*E’? symbol usually seen on 
an eye testing chart. To play the 
game, the child indicates with his 
hand which way the legs of the table 
point, thus showing that he sees 
the letter correctly. The ‘‘magic 
feet’? are used during the actual 
screening to insure the child’s re- 
maining at the proper distance 
from the chart. If the screening 
performance indicates to the 
volunteer screener that a vision 
difficulty may exist, the parents 
of the youngster are notified in 
writing of the need for a-profes- 
sional examination. Each referral 
is later followed up to see if the 
examination has been completed.

Principal Joseph Normandy, the 
administrator in charge of im- 
plementing the program; ‘‘The 
point is to give children of some 
interested Andover families peri- 
odie experiences of sitting down, 
talking and learning withkids from 
different backgrqunds.”’ 

In teaching science, Normandy 
pointed out, a teacher can talk 
and assign reading about principles 
actually demonstrated at the 
Museum of Science. The learning 
comes alive with the real experi- 
ence of a field trip to the Museum 
of Science. In social studies, the 
kids read that different kinds of 
people have to understand each 
other and get along, but it’s all 
theory. The world is getting 
smaller, but for a variety of rea- 
sons our Andover children have 
less and less opportunity to get 
to know people of different back- 
grounds, particularly the poor and 
minority groups. This voluntary 
pilot program will constitute field 
trips in human relationships for 
the children of both districts.’’ 

This year, only Sanborn families 
may volunteer to have their 
children enter the pilot program. 

Normandy said that the adminis- 
tration is still in the stages of 
identifying the school district and 
principal to join in the pilot pro- 
gram. 
is to identify a suitable and inter- 
ested teacher in each school, 
at approximately the same grade 
level, so the two teachers can set 
up the communication necessary to 
make the program fruitful for the 
children involved. 

After this is done, parents of 
eligible children will be informed 
so that children of interested fam- 
ilies can apply to join the program. 

Since it is a pilot project, not 
all children of any age level can 
be involved, and participation will 
be on a first come, first served, 
basis at that point. 

Assistant Superintendent V aughn 
Clapp pointed out that the program 
of field trips in human relations 
was designed to further a basic 
goal of social studies -- man’s 
broader understanding of man.

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Program Deals 
With Pollution 


The AVIS water pollution panel 
was up to its ears in questions 
and discussion Tuesday night, cen- 
tering on the pollution conditions 
of the Merrimack and Shawsheen 
Rivers, and what citizens could 
do about them, 

A special anti-pollution issue 
of the Andover High School 
‘<Imprint” on sale at the West 
Junior High lobby, and a generous 
sprinkling of students among the 
150 townspeople present, gave evi- 
dence of student concern over 
water pollution and environmental 
concerns in Andover. 

Discussion followed ‘‘The River 
Must Live,’”’ a film on how rivers 
become polluted and how they can 
be recovered, if treated in time. 

U. S. Department of Interior of- 
ficer Warren Oldaker, sanitary 
engineer Robert McQuade of the 
town’s consulting engineers, 
Camp, Dresser andMcKee gave 
technical evidence that the Merri- 
mack and Shawsheen are polluted 
rivers, and that a prime cause 
is municipal sewage, which An- 
dover, as well as other com- 
munities, now dumps into the Mer- 
rimack River. 

Over a third of the Merrimack’s 

mile length, said Oldaker, is of- 
ficially classified as ‘‘open 
sewer.’’ 
_ On the Merrimack, according to 
the experts, the Ballardvale 
sewage plant is as muchaproblem 
as the industrial companies which 
people tend to blame. Last year’s 
June fishkill has been determined 
by the state as caused by low 
oxygen, and overheating, due to 
low river levels, as the water 
spreads out into the wetlands along 
the river, 

Richard Young, head of the Mer- 
rimack Valley Planning Com- 
mission, suggested to the 
TOWNSMAN that the dam may bea 
prime cause, since lack of aerea- 
tion, the tumbling action of moun- 
tain brooks, is responsible in part 
for the low oxygen level. 

*‘What can citizens do to stop 
pollution?”’ was a recurring ques- 
tion, and panelists Oldaker, Mc- 
Quade and Louis Giarusso of the 
Interstate Water Pollution Act told 
them’ the answer lay in getting 
informed, supporting local action 
for needed plants and programs, 
and pressuring state and national 
representatives. 

Reporting of offenses against 
the Federal Water Quality Act of 
1965 and Clean Water Act to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Natural Resources does get re- 
sults, Oldaker and McQuade as- 
sured the audience. 

Young reiterated the panelists’ 
emphasis on the need for a total 
approach, when he pointed out that 
only when upstream communities, 
meet federal water regulations, 
have a Merrimack River which 
will be Class ‘‘B’’, fitfor recrea- 
tion and swimming.

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Editorial Comment 


Easter, 1970 


Easter Sunday, is a joyous occasion for the Christian 
world. 

It marks the occasion of Christ’s resurrection — having 
sacrificed for the sins of mankind three days earlier. 

How different a world He must view as the observance 
of Easter is celebrated in 1970. 

The visions of a Man trudging the long road to Calvary 
bearing a heavy wooden cross, must be far from the 
thoughts of millions in the world today. ° 

We speak not of the Easter observance, its solemnity, 
or its joyousness. Our commentary is aimed at the simple 
one-day observance, rather than the year-’round feeling 
which occurs on the particular day. 

That this Man, walked the earth, sacrificed His life, had 
nails plunged into his body on a cross, apparently escapes 
the focus of a modern world. 

His sacrifice was for us — to provide a better world in 
which to live. 

He sacrificed for a world to live in brotherhood. 

Yet, today, He looks down on a state, nation and a 
world, distressed and apart. 

International conflict, racial strife, problems of youth 
with drugs, internal conflicts, are mute testimony for His 
sacrifice. 

Rather they resemble the thunder and darkened clouds 
and the quakes which rocked the earth on Good Fr*lay. 

On Easter Sunday, 1970, let us worship together, in 
honor of His love for us, and in that spirit, learn to love 
one another, praying that His sacrifice was not in vain. 

Hopeful, too, that we can, as He did on Easter Sunday, 
rise again, to bring forth a world of brotherhood and peace. 


Loyalty 


We would be remiss, if we did not comment on the loyal- 
ty of Andover’s postal workers, who this week, despite 
actions taken by colleagues, remained on the job. 

We do not make any comment on the merits, or demerits 
of the cause for which postal workers in'some areas went 
on a wildcat strike. 

The public was made aware most certainly of the rea- 
sons for which the post office employees felt it necessary- 
to take action. 

Here in Andover the federal employees were loyal to 
their oath and reported to work Monday morning and stayed 
on the job. 

They moved the mail. 

The men were probably not aware, but it was a most 
historic move on their part. 

The nation’s first postmaster general, Samuel Osgood, 
was an Andover resident. 

He said, after a short time in office, that the postal 
service had problems. - 

After centuries since his remarks, apparently there has 
been no heed to his warning. 

But in Andover, the postmen remained loyal to not only 
their contract, but to that age-old expression of ‘‘neither 
rain, snow sleet or hail, keeping the postman from his 
appointed rounds.” 

Their action was commendable. 


The Region 


More and more, we are seeing the evolvement of region- 
alization. 

Already Andover belongs to a regional planning com- 
mittee and is working on a regional pollution abatement 
plant. It also is a participant of a regional vocational 
school. 

The idea is good, in many ways, and all signs point to 
a furthering of the region theory. 

As municipal costs continue to increase, it appears that 
the only saving answer, is to get together, town to town, 
or city and town to solve problems of mushrooming urban 
erowth. 

North Andover has expressed an interest in obtaining 
water from Andover, once a treatment plant is built and 
local needs are met. 

In this manner Andover will benefit from North Andover’s 
needs, and a suburban problem, at least temporarily solved. 

The problems will expand. 

More than fkely a regional incineration program will be 
necessary ig Ske not too distant future. 

All of thege preblems are mentioned to point up the need 
for Fa a, of neighboring communities to meet

The latter was what the 
Warriors did so well March 18th 
against very stiff odds. The An- 
dover team hadEnglishunbalanced 
and confused. The Warriors’ de- 
fense was tenacious and their of- 
fense belied their class C status. 

True, the impossible might have 
happened. Andover could have 
actually defeated Boston English 
in a king-sized upset. A missed 
foul shot here and there....a 
needless foul occasionally. But in 
fact, the breaks went both ways, and 
our boys are human, To have some 
human lapses and still be within 
two points in the closing minutes 
is a mystery in itself. The plusses 


far outweigh the minuses, and. 


the Andover fans can be grateful 
for one tremendous effort.

ally, but it is easy to recognize his 
ability.

Easter Week brings out a.pro- 
fusion of potted plants, and this 
week is no exception, according 
to the Mass, Dept. of Agriculture. 
Easter Lilies, tulips, hyacinths, 
azaleas and jonquils from nearby 
growers are displaying their 
colors in shops throughout the 
state, ready to bring the wonder- 
ful feeling of Spring into winter- 
weary homes. 

Buyers should be reminded that 
a little care makes these plants 
go a long way.
